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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

2. Claims 1, 2, 5, 6, 8-16, 18 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C 103(b) as being 
unpatentable over Kao Corporation JP-4-100534A. 

3 . On page 2, Kao Corporation describes a non aqueous emulsifying composition (a), a 
fluorine polymer including a perfluoralkyl group and alkyl group in the molecule, a liquid 
perfluoro-organic compound and an oil base. The polymer is preferably a copolymer of 
(meth)acrylate bonded with a fluoridated alkyl group and long chain alkyl methacrylate. Such a 
copolymer is a copolymer of (meth)acrylate including a C 16 to C 22 alkyl group and 
(meth)acrylate including a C 4 or higher perfluoro-alkyl group or polyfluoroalkyl group. All 
properties are inherent in the composition. Applicant's claims are not novel. In the alternative 
since the criticality of the concentrations is not elucidated in the specification, any concentration 
would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art, at the time the invention was 
made.
